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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-20, the prior art of record fails to teach of a method for driver selection 
comprising: determining the distance between the current location and the destination 
location comprises determining a logical subtraction of the destination location bits and 
the hard-wired identification location bits. The closest reference, Diepstraten et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,553,316), teaches of a current location identification, a destination location 
identification, and enabling a driver strength according to the determined distance, but 
fails to teach of determining the distance between the current location and the 
destination location comprises determining a logical subtraction of the destination 
location bits and the hard-wired identification location bits. Additionally, Burton et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,012,489) teaches of a method for forwarding packets in a driver, but 
fails to teach of determining a spatial location of the legged driver; determining the 
output destination; determining a distance from the legged driver to the output 
destination; and enabling legs based on the determined distance. Furthermore, Volk et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,166,563) teaches of a driver with enabling legs, but fails to teach 
of a method for forwarding packets in a legged driver.
